Several dnys ago Mr. Perry Bramel, 
aged about 69, and a bachelor living 
by himself In the Oakwoods neighbor- 
hood between Mt. Gllead and Lewls- 
burg, was taken 111 and a number of 
his relatives came to his assistance. 
Finally Mrs. Jessie Beckett, a regis- 
tered nurse of Plemlngsburg was call- 
ed In to care for the sick man. Dr. 
Long, the family physician, was called 
and treated the sick man who seem- 
ed to be suffering from diarrhea. In 
a short time the nurse became affect- 
ed and on Saturday was so ill that she 
had to bo removed to her home In 
FlemlngaburK. Then one by one Mrs. 
. Ahner Bramel, Mrs. Ben Lbbree, Mrs. 
WtlUam King and Mrs. Charles Hop- 
per, relatives who were at the home, 
took lU and at 6 o'clook Saturday even- 
ing Mr. Bramel died. 

Dr. Long called la Dr. J. H. Rice, 
the County Health Offlcer, for consul- 
tation and inveitlgation before Mr. 
Bramel had died and the two phyai- 
oli^a came to the oonoluilon that the 
illntsi was caused by eome eort ot 
poisoning, probably a form ot pto- 
maine poisoning. They were unable, 
however, to fix the direct cause of the 
illness. Or. Rice carefully examined 
the house .-111(1 the dishes used as well 
as the food used but found no traces 
of poison. Samples of water from a 
well and from a cistern on the farm 
were taken, and sent to LexinRton for 
a careful examination to ascertain 
whether or not the water was respon- 
sible. Willie awaiting a report from 
the water, Dr. Itlce has Issued orders 
that the water not bo used and that no 
one eat at the house. 

Coroner Hlgglns was not called In 
for an examination and Mr. Bramel 
win be burled this afternoon at the 
Maysvllle cemetery. 

Reports today from the nurse and 
the relatives, who were taken 111, are 
to the effect that they are all much 
better and all will recover la a abort 
time.

TREATY FIGHT HAS 
BEBI^ REACHED 

If Peace Treaty' Is Detented Resoln- 
Uen Deetorlnt War BnM WIU 
Be Offered. 

Washington, Novsmbor 17. Tho 
most critioal week in the peace treaty 
fight wita opened today. 

The fate ot t&e resolution of ratMoa- 
tion, now boing dratted by the Senate, 
was eapooted to be aettled at a. confer- 
ence between Preaident Wilson and 
Senator OUbort M. Hitchcock, admin- 
istration loader, today. 

Unless Wilson reverses his previous 
stand, he will decree defeat for the 
resolution, as It contains reservations 
which, the president holds, nullify Ar- 
ticle 10 of the League ot Nations cove- 
nant. 

Hitclicock then plans to come fur 
ward with a resolution of straight, 
uiiqualilied ratification, whicli the op- 
position presumably will beat. A com- 
promise will follow, Hitchcock be- 
lieved. 

Hut Senator Homy ('. Lodge and 
otlicr opposition leaders are prepar- 
ing to resist any endeavor to intro- 
duce a now resolution of ratlflcatlon 
after the one now In process of form' 
atlon Is beaten. 

They assert defeat of this resolution 
kills the treaty, and their plan is to 
have Congress pass a resolution de- 
claring the war ended Immediately af- 
ter defeat ot ratlflcatlon. Arrange

There is more logic and reasoning in advertising — more real 
salesmanship. — 

There is the same eye appenl that the skilled personal salesman 
might make fliiough tht; ear of ;i possible buyer. 

Highly trained artists — tri e artists — have been drawn into ad. 
vertising field, men as skilled in the handling of form and color as 
those in the composition of the text. 

Advertising today not only is interesting and attractive, but 
ia truly aaleamanship on paper.- -Cincinnati Post.

It is convincing them 
of the wisdom of providing the required funds — estimated at ap- 
proximately $6,500,000— by buying Red Cross Christmas Seals lib- 
erally during the nation-wide ten-day sale which is to begin Decem- 
ber 1st. The press, in short, is assuring the success of the great cam- 
paign against 'consumption', a service for which anti-tnberoulosis 
organizations everywhere owe the newspapers of the country a debt 
of gratitude."

The cam- 
paign faces much-Roadcd popular sen- 
sations which are resolved to relax at 
any cost, and tluis It flnds the task 
more dlfiScult. Because the 'white pla- 
gue' lacks sensational clemcntB it docs 
not command attention and many peo- 
ple think that the subject does not 
oonoem them. But we felt a certain 
concern when the Germans were ac- 
counting for the deaths of some 60.- 
000 Amerloans — ^how, then should we 
feel toward the enemy at home which, 
during the aame period of time, took 
toll of 160,000 American Uvea? The 
goo<l-natnrad public la alow to wrath, 
but alower atlU to comprehend the 
truths when doing ao requlrea It to 
dhanga aatabllahed notions. It la high 
time that we set ourselves right and 
raaliae that tuberculoals claims a vic- 
tim out of every three peraona who 
die between the agea of 18 and 45— 
the productive time of life. It la es- 
timated that the economic waste from 
the disease In the United States la 
$600,000,000 annually. The flght 
against this ravager is more than a 
question of health — it is one of econo- 
mics and production as well.

Tu- 
barovlosls thrives In a crowd ; bad air 
and unsanitary conditions make is 
flourish. But science offers methods

~cap, and It only remains for the pub- 
llo to Bupttort the organlxationa which 
naa the power of science. Red Croaa 
Chriatmas Seala will aoon be here, and 
tfaelr^ sales will register the amount 
of flght which the public is resolved 
to anbaortba during the coming year."

PLAN MERCHANT MARINE 
TO lEAdENIIRE WORLD 

Chalrma Qn•a^ of Hon* Owmlt- 
taa, flnya C. S. Unit Taka Advaa- 
taga of Opportunlttea. 

Waahlngton, D. O.— That tha United 
States is to become one of the greatest 
ship building nations in the world and 
that the Republicans will put legisla- 
tion through Congress which will en- 
able her to coniMiiind the seas with 
her merchant marine, is the prediction 
made by Representative William S. 
Oreene, of Massachusetts, rlialrman 
of Iho House Merchaiii .Marine and 
Fisherlea Committee, which has been 
considering legilslation to that end. 

"Already wo have lost valuable time 
and must move sfiftly if we are to 
take the place in the world's markets 
which some of our leading industrial 
competitors have been forced to aban- 
don," ha declared. "If we do it now 
we can establiah ouraelraa ao flnnly 
that we oannot ba dislodged upon the 
full return of paaoa. 

"The Shipping Board haa raoom- 
mended prlvata ownerahlp aa a funda- 
mental policy tor eommaroial ahip- 
ping. The OoTemmant ahould there- 
6fore oontamplata retirement from 
commercial ahip-building, ship-own- 
ing and ship-operating activities at 
the earliest date practicable, in order, 
first, to give our overseas trade the 
full benefit of competitive service, and 
second, to impart to present and pros- 
pective steamship operators that con- 
fidence which they must feel before 
they can be expected to place orders 
for new ships, without which the out- 
look for our shlp-buildlng tnduatr>- 
will nor be encouraging. 

Mr. Greene said that with a view to 
paving the way for further shipping 
development, the committee has rec- 
ommended legislatio ncancellng the 
powers of the President over ahipping, 
ending the dual oonbrol of the Preal- 
dent and the Shipping Board, repeal- 
ing the power to control ocean 
freights and charges, arranging for 
the sale of goverament-buUt shlpg, 
and regulating the terma of mort- 
gages and paymenta by the purchas- 
ers, all with a view to encouraging 
private enterprise. Mr. Greene believes 
this legislation will be a great stimu- 
lant to the shipping industry. 

"America must act quickly if it is 
to compete .successfully with other na- 
tions," he continued. "If we act in- 
tellgently there is not tlie slightest 
doubt that we shall become one of the 
loading shipbuilding nations In the 
world. We will have tho largest num- 
ber of shipyards, t'.ie material and la- 
bor, and when our ship-bullding 
plants are completed we will not only 
produce ships to enable us to lead the 
commerce of the world, but will build 
ships in such large numbers and at 
such pricea that we will become the 
Mecca of the shlp-buildlng trade of 
the world." 

NEW WANTS AIB HEAD 

Washington — The creation of a new 
Department of Air, the head of which 
shall have a seat in the President's 
cabinet, is provided in a bill Intro- 
duced in the Senate by Saaator Harry 
New, of Indiana. 

It la propoaed by tha Indiana Sena- 
tor that It ahall ba the proi^noa of the 
Department of Air to develop and pro- 
mote all mattera pertaining to aaro- 
nautlca, Including the collaetlon and 
diaaemlnation of information relating 
to them; shall purchase, manufaotnre 
and maintain all aircraft for the Unlt^ 
ed States; and shall perform all du- 
ties in relation to the air service 
which have heretofore been assigned 
to the War Post Office, Navy and 
Treasury Departments. 

Included in the bill la a provision 
for the creation of an aeronautical 
academy, to correspond to those at 
West Point and Annapolis, for the 
training of cadeta la tha' atfanea of 
aerouButicH. 

Senator .N'ow is of the view that

that the United States, to keep pace 
with tham, muat alao do ao.

ENTME TRAIN IS 
SMfNiyNIMV 

AT MILSBORO, 0. 

Theft "f Knllre Itallruud Train at 
HIllNboro Sunday Is or Eqnal«# 
by Theft of Steamboat Here 
Tears, Afe^ 



lllllBboro. Ohio, November 17— An 
entire Ilaltlmore and Ohio passenger 
train — engine, baggage car and 
coaclies — was 'xtolen" Sunday by a 
former solilier, believed to be liiflanc, 
Who took a ride down the branch lino 
toward Blanchester tiiiill ib" htcam 
pressure was exhausted and the train 
stopped near Russells Station, where 
the "wild" engineer was captured. 

Bfforts are being made to Identify 
the prlaoner, who is said to be John 
or Adam Barnes, of this vicinity. Ac- 
cording to reliable reports Barnes 
first was seen seated in the smoking 
car about noon. The train had ar- 
rived from Blanchester and the crew 
was at dinner. Hlllsboro Is the end 
of the branch line and the train at 8 
o'clock. 

The watchman states that shortly 
after he saw Barnes^tn the coach his 
duties took him to tne depot and a 

few minutes later, he says, he was as- 
tonished to bear a whistle from the 
engine. Rushing to the door he saw 
the train pulling oul. Tl\e unusual 
ocoirrenoe attracted InHlanI attention. 
A crowd took up the pursuit In auto- 
niiiMles, the train crew in the lead. 

Telephone calls from villages along 
the liiio reported the train to be pass- 
ing at tremendous speed, with the 
whistle apparently tied down, as Its 
steady shrieking alarmed the country- 
side. Near Russells Station the Steam 
pressure waa exhausted. 

Pursuers soon arrived on a hand- 
car from a near-by section and invited 
the wild engineer to take a ride. He 
agreed and rode a handcar mto Lynch- 
burg, where he was detained until the 
arrival of Bherlft Brvln, of Hlllsboro. 
who conflnAd Barnes In Jail. The train 
was not damaged and was brought 
back to Hlllsboro and lelt on Its regu- 
lar schedule, oltbough somewhat de- 
layed. The prisoner tells confusing 
tales, also claiming to be John Barnes, 
of Akron. , 

His excuse lor "stealing" the train 
Is iliat he had an engagement In New- 
ark and could not wait. Had he wait- 
ed an hour a number of passengers 
would have been aboard the train. As 
It was, Barnes had his "wild" ride 
alone.
